In  some  quarters  the  lmpres> 
fAin  prevails  that  it  Is  a  self-supporting  scheme 
^ue  to  payments  of  employers  and  employees 
'  with  a  oertaln  contribution  by  the  State  The 
situation  that  has  developed  in  Great  Brit^ 
shows  It  to  be  far  from  self-supporting.  The 
fund  has  borrowed  £60.000,000  from  the  State 
which  It  has  no  hope  of  repaying.  Those  who 
are  exploiting  the  fund  for  Socialistic  purposaa 
do  not  contemplate  for  a  anmant  that  this  sum 
should  be  repaid. 

Unemployment  Insiurance  in  Great  Britain  Is 
not  operating  on  an  Insuraaea  basis.  Ttie  fund 
Is  at  present  provldlnF;  benefits  for  1,240,000 
sons.  With  unemployment  hinring  reached 
proportions  there  are  1.700,000  peraoos  who  coma 
within  the  scope  of  the  .scheme.  In  addition, 
according  to  The  London  Daily  Telegraph,  there 
la  a  growing  hoat  who  are  drawing  unemploy- 
ment doles  without  any  lep;al  right  to  them.  The 
extent  to  which  the  abuse  of  the  system  has

will  be  given  In  the  market.  auU 
moi  r  )vcr.  It  was  stated  that  of- 
ficials of  tlie  board  believed  that 
tlipie  wiLs  a  legitimate  basis  for  ex- 
pecting better  markets  onrlng  to  the 
dlsa|)poarance  of  wheat  b^Lng  heavy 
this  year.  Oeneral  news  was  not 
given  mueh  consideration. 

The  oaab  tnds  was  tfow,  and  loeai 
houses  bmf  stepped  bidding  the 
country  for  som*  time.  Primary 
receipts  were  larger  than  a  year  ago 
and  foreign  markets  were  weak, 
Liverpool  being  1  1-2  lower  at  the 
close  and  Buenas  Aires  2  1-8  to 
3 1-8  off.  The  world  situation  Is 
considered  bearish  and  Broomhall 
caJU  It  a  bujMca'  market  abroad. 
However,  there  are  legitimately  bull- 
ish features  In  the  domestic  poai- 
tlcn,  and  with  the  assuranee  of 
government  support  and  prices  at 
an  extremely  low  level,  tbe  advan- 
Uge  la  with  the  buyw  for  tbe 
time  being,  at  least. 

The  corn  market  rallied  In  sym- 
pathy with  wheat.  Shorts  covered 
actively  wltli  less  selling  pressure. 
The  weather  was  mostly  fair  over 
the  belt  and  the  forecn.st  l.s  for 
mild  and  f.iir  conditlon.s.  Rains 
hcve  be  n  i  ,  iit  the  past  few  days 
and  have  nut  improved  pasturs^^ 
conditions  to  4ny  extent.  Primary 
arrivals  were  1,0  9  7,000  bushels 
against  783,000  a  year  ago.  Cash 
demand  was  fair  with  basis  steady 
to  half  off.  'A  two^ed  market 
is  indicated.  VMMs  bMseased 
380.000  bushels. 

Oat-s  rallied  with  other  grains  and 
commi.vlon  hoases  were  buyers  on 
the  setbacks.  Ca.sh  trade  was 
quiet,  w.th  basis  not  much  changed. 
VUible  decreased  1.111,000  bushels.

Nov.  18.— Whitney, 
Of  Wall  Street  Financial  Bureau, 
says:  The  opening  session  of  the 
week  rather  c!car!y  Illustrated  the 
ea.se  wltli  which  tlie  first  rally, 
after  a  long  bear  market,  kwie.s  It.s 
momentum;  and  the  clcx'ie.  which 
exhibited  a  net  lo.s.s  of  6  1-2  points 
In  the  Dow  Jones  industrials,  read- 
ily illustrates  how  the  cropping  out 
of  "special  situations  at  unexpected 
times  warrants  the  exerdae  of  a 
little  caution  In  getting  long  ot 
stocks  too  quickly." 

Tbe  wont  feature  ot  yesterday's 
session,  rather  than  being  In  the 
net  amount  of  ground  covered  by 
the  cloee.  Is  to  be  fbund  in  the 
fact  that,  starting  from  opening 
pricea  which  completely  ignored  the 
previous  cloAings.  the  market  never 
rallied  a  full  point  Into  the  ground 
thu8  lo«t  before  it  started  lower. 
This,  of  course,  m^ans  that  you  do 
not  even  get  a  chance  to  get  out 
before  lower  prices  extend  the 
losses. 

The  whole  session.  I  believe,  has 
provided  a  fairly  good  answer  to 
the  question  raised  of  why  last 
week's  rally  was  passed  up  on  the 
long  side,  and  X  believe  that  It  has 
been  proved  good  specuhttlve  pro- 
eedure  to  Ignore  the  first  fla.sh  nf 
advanoa  and  waU  for  the  more 
deftauta  setahHs^asnt  at  a  auUn 
trend. 

At  the  moment  there  l.s  tiot  much 
to  say  except  that,  the  sernndnry 
reaction  v.hlch  we  ).■<%<■  iK'eii  wait- 
ing for  is  now  under  way.  and  that 
you  w;ll  pet  .stock;;  .somewhat  nearer 
to  their  old  tmttoms  before  you  buy 
them.  Whether  the  completion  of 
the  secondary  movement  will  taks  a 
day  or  more  is  hard  to  say,  al 
though  I  still  have  a  atreiv  sua 
plcton  that  about  mldweak  win 
bring  about  the  prleea  wo  are  look 
ing  for.  The  main  thing  to  bear 
iB  mind  Is  that  a  major  trend  does 
not  change  overnight  any  more 
than  the  buslnes.s  slttiatlon.s  which 
It  is  discounting  undergo  any 
almllar  type  of  change 

The  much  heralded  IS-cnt  price 
for  copper,  which  in  Itself,  u  an 
attempt  to  create  too  sudden  a 
change,  f.s  certainly  not  being  ob- 
t.tlned.  with  a  good  denl  of  the 
metal  In  fact.  It  is  being  offered 
at  11  1-2  ceme,  with

or  convict  labor  in  the  coal  mines 
north  of  the  Black  Sea  whence  the 
shipments  of  anthracite  to  this 
country  are  derived,  there  is  an 
ever  Increabing  body  of  evidence  to 
show  that  the  work  of  thr  miners 
in  the  Donetz  Basin  is  not  entirely 
folUBtary.  Many  thousands  of 
paaaaato  have  become  miners  under 
a  raarvttfaif  system  that  haa  more 
the  flavor  of  a  byiaba  age  than  of 
the  twentieth  eenturr.  The  avowed 
Communists,  who  ha?e  sworn  fealty 
to  the  regime  and  are  under  orders 
of  a  military  nature,  have  proved 
no  more  willing  than  the  rest  to  go 
to  the  mines,  but  in  spite  of  their 
reluctance,  large  numbers  of  young 
Communists  have  been  drafted  into 
the  ranks  of  the  miners.  These 
methods  are  probably  entirely  a 
matter  of  course  In  Soviet  Russia, 
and  it  is  quite  likely  the  Communist 
leaders  would  not  understand  our 
natural  inclination  to  <  ,!!  tills 
forced  labor. 

EXPOBTEO  ABROAD 
The  totemal  affatafa  at  Russia  are, 

of  course,  primarily  the  concern  of 
the  Russians  themselves.  So  far  as 
the  rest  of  the  world  l.s  concerned, 
They  are  completely  at  liberty  to 
carry  on  their  huge  experiment  In 
state  .socialism,  and  our  tolerance 
may  extend  even  .so  far  as  to  Wish 
them  a  happy  ending  to  the  social 
revolution  that  has  had  so  unprom- 
ising a  beginning.  It  is  when  the 
Soviet  authorities  in  their  aeal  for 
their  cause,  adopt  measures  that 
begin  to  upaet  our  oomparaUvely 
weU-ordered  soelatgr  that  we  can 
Justly  object.

Rii  i:!^  Union  Rules 
■mi  Interpretatioii 


The  Kame  a.s  played  under  the 
Rugby  Union  of  Great  Britain,  lllce 
ail  other  games,  )m.s  been  .subject  to 
progreai  dtnring  the  last  ten  years, 
and  in  oonseauence  the  miss  have 
been  lAodamiaed  to  meet  the 
ciiangad  conditions. 

These  changes  are  noff  as  well 
known  sa  they  should  be.  and  It  Is 
the  purpose  of  these  srtlcl&s  to  place 
before  both  player*  and  spectators 
the  rieflnl Lions  and  nile.s,  with  their 
intr: ;,!( tniion.  Agreed  upon  by 
the  Rerefees'  Associations  formed 
tinder  the  Victoria  Rugby  Union. 

Under  Law  10.  runetlons  of  R«f- 
eree,  it  is  laid  down  that  the  r«t«er 
is  not  entitled  to  contract  out  bf  the 
laws  or  the  game  by  agreeing  with 
both  sides  to  vary  or  not  to  recognise 
any  law.  In  so  far  as  British  Co- 
lumbia is  concerned,  however,  one 
law  Is  varied,  for  It  has  been  decided 
to  play  the  "In-touch"  rule  as  played  ' 
It.  New  Zealand,  and.  not  as  played 


in  Great  Brltoln.  This  rule  wlU  be 
dealt  with  in  its  right  place,  and  in 
all  other  respoeU  tbe  rules  an  those 
of  the  Rugby  Union.

CoinmencliiR;  from  the  oaBtva  line, 
and  working  towards  the  dead«ball 
nnes,  beyond  the  goals  at  each  end, 
there  id  an  area  sixty  yards  long 
(tiilrty  yvds  on  each  side  of  the 
centra  mic).  This  is  the  part  of  the 
field  between,  and  outside,  the  twen- 
ty-flve-yard  lines. 

Beyond  the  twcnty-flve-yard  lines, 
and  between  them  and  the  goal- 
lines,  in  the  so-called  defensive  arek, 
usually  known  as  "Inside  the  twen- 
I  ty-nve,"  where  the  defending  side 
has  certain  advantages. 

Next  we  have  the  goal-lines,  and 
beyond  them  the  "in-toal,"  which 
cannot  be  more  than  twenty- Ave 
yards  long,  and  Is  tisually  less' owing 
to  restricted  .spare  The  dead-ball 
llne.t  are  tfic  extreme  end.s  of  the 
field,  and.  as  their  name  Indicates, 
the  ball  once  ovrr  that  line  Is  dead, 
and  can  only  be  brought  into  play 
again  by  a  drop-kick  over  the 
twenty-five-yard  Itna  by  the  defend- 
ing side.  ■  i-««ipi 

Tlie  areas  outside  of  the  field  of 
play,  and  cn  each  .--Idp  of  it,  are  in- 
touch;  and  that  part  o,'  "In-touch" 
ouUsI'dc  (,r  the  "in-gcal"  area  is 
knt.wn  a.s  I  ouch-ln-goal. 

Touch  Ime.s  themselves  are  "In- 
touch,"  and  comer  posto  (but  not 
the  flags  attached  Jl»  timi)  aiB  in 
"touch-in-gcaL"  ^ 

The  field  of  play  Is  the  area  eon- 
talned  by  the  touch  lines  and  the 
goal  lines,  but  not  including  them. 

All  lines  should  be  clearly  marked 
out  with  .sawdust,  or  some  .similar 
material,  including  a  line  parallel 
to  and  nve  yards  inside  the  touch 
lines;  and  two  lines  parallel  to,  one 
on  each  side  of  the  centre  line  and 
ten  yards  from  U,  These  lines  are 
often  onUttad.  but  are  d  oonildar- 
able  help  to  tha  rifwee. 

Touch  line  flak  POSts  (with  the 
exception  of  comer  posts)  should  be 
placed  at  the  ends  of  the  centre  line 
and  twenty -five -yard  lines  and  at 
least  thraa  jparoi  ftoat  tha  toadi
